REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  1051] 


The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  1051)  to  amend  section  8a  (4)  of  the  Commodity  Exchange 
Act,  as  amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill,  which  would  remove  the  limit  of  $10  on  fees  for  registra¬ 
tion  of  commission  merchants  and  floor  brokers,  is  identical  to  S.  3207 
which  was  passed  by  the  Senate  (but  not  the  House)  late  last  session. 
The  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  requestmg  this 
legislation  is  attached.

Dear  Mr.  President;  Transmitted  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Congress,  is  a  proposed  bill  to  amend  section  8a  (4)  of  the  Commodity  Exchange 
Act,  as  amended,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  fix  and  estab¬ 
lish  reasonable  fees  for  registration,  renewals,  and  copies  of  registration  certificates 
issued  to  futures  commission  merchants  and  floor  brokers. 

The  present  language  of  section  8a  (4),  enacted  in  1936,  authorizes  a  maximum 
registration  fee  of  $10,  which  is  insufficient  to  recover  the  aggregate  cost  of  regis¬ 
tration  activities  under  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act.  The  proposed  amendment 
would  enable  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  establish  a  schedule  of  fees  and 
charges  which,  taking  into  account  the  value  to  the  registrant  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  public  interest,  would  recover  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  the  aggregate 
cost  of  registration  activities.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  anticipated  that 
such  an  increase  in  fees  would  result  in  additional  receipts  of  approximately 
$11,000  annually. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  proposed  legislation  to  the  Congress  for  its  consideration. 

A  similar  letter  is  being  sent  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

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COMMODITY  EXCHANGE  ACT  REGISTRATION  FEES 


CHANGES  IN  EXISTING  LAW 

In  compliance  with  subsection  (4)  of  rule  XXIX  of  the  Standing 
Rules  of  the  Senate,  changes  in  existing  law  made  by  the  bill,  as 
reported,  are  shown  as  follows  (existing  law  proposed  to  be  omitted 
is  enclosed  in  black  brackets,  new  matter  is  printed  in  italics,  existing 
law  in  which  no  change  is  proposed  is  shown  in  roman) : 

Section  8A  of  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act 

Sec.  8a.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized — 

(1)  to  register  futures  commission  merchants  and  floor  brokers  upon  appli¬ 
cation  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  and  in  form  and  manner  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and 

(2)  to  refuse  to  register  any  person  if  such  person  has  violated  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereunder  for  which  the  registration  of  such  person 
has  been  suspended  (anti  the  period  of  such  suspension  shall  not  have  e.xpired) 
or  has  been  revoked;  and 

(3)  to  suspend  or  revoke  the  registration  of  anj^  futures  commission  mer¬ 
chant  who  shall  knowingly  accept  any  order  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any 
commodity  for  future  delivery  on  or  subject  to  the  rules  of  any  contract 
market  from  any  person  if  such  person  has  been  denied  trading  privileges  cn 
any  contract  market  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the 
provisions  of  paragiaph  (b)  of  section  6  of  this  Act  and  the  period  of  denial 
specified  in  such  order  shall  not  have  expired;  and 

(4)  to  fix  and  establish  from  time  to  time  reasonable  fees  and  charges  foi 
registrations  and  renewals  thereof  and  for  copies  of  registration  certificates [, 
not  to  exceed  $10  for  each  such  registration,  renewal,  or  copy];  and 

(5)  to  make  and  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  reasonably  necessary  to  effectuate  any 
of  the  provisions  or  to  accomplish  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act;  and 

(6)  to  communicate  to  the  proper  committee  or  officer  of  any  contract 
market  and  to  publish,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  this 
Act,  the  full  facts  concerning  any  tranisactions  or  market  operation,  including 
the  names  of  parties  thereto,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  disrupts  oi  tends  to  disrupt  any  market  or  is  otherwise  harmful 
or  against  the  best  interests  of  producers  and  consumers.

furthermore,  under  this  system  the 
Himgry  Horse  project  provides  financial 
aid  for  future  reclamation  projects  in 
Montana  through  its  power  revenues. 
We  also  see  substantial  benefits  in  flood 
control  and  navigation. 

A  large  phosphate  fertilizer  plant 
which  located'  in  the  western*"  part  of 
Montana,  and  which  processes  the  raw 
phosphate  rock  by  means  of  electric 
furnace  treatment,  came  into  my  State 
because  of  the  cheap  power  available 
and  because  the  legislation  authorizing 
Hungry  Horse  also  took  cognizance  of 
the  needs  of  an  underdeveloped  area  and 
allocated  a  substantial  block  of  power  to 
aid  its  economy.  This  is  important. 
Projects  of  this  type  benefit  the  im¬ 
mediate  region  as  well  as  the  surround¬ 
ing  regions  and  the  whole  Nation. 

And  before  Hungry  Horse  had  begun  to 
produce  hydroelectric  energy,  contracts 
for  nearly  all  its  firm  power  had  been 
let  to  public  groups,  new  industries  and 
privately  owned  electric  utilities.  This 
illustrates  perfectly  the  wisdom  of  a  re¬ 
source  development  policy  and  program 
which  conceives  that  creating  large 
blocks  of  low-cost  power  ahead  of  de¬ 
mand  creates  a  demand  which  quickly 
absorbs  it.  In  the  general  interest,  we 
must  resume  such  a  program,  for  if  the 
economy  of  the  Nation  is  not  constantly 
sustained  and  stimulated  to  further 
growth  by  new  energy  it  will  not  con¬ 
tinue  to  expand. 

The  Employment  Act  of  1946  of 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  be  the  original 
sponsor,  has  written  into  our  economic 
system  a  policy  which  calls  upon  the 
Federal  Government  to  provide,  through 
cooperation  of  all  governmental  units,  a 
constantly  expanding  economy,  thus  to 
attain  maximum  employment  and  high 
purchasing  power  throughout  our  Na¬ 
tion.  I  have  used  the  Hungry  Horse 
example,  close  to  home  in  Montana,  to  il¬ 
lustrate  how  this  has  been  done  and  hov/ 
necessary  it  is  that  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  resume  a  rapid  and  orderly  crea¬ 
tion  of  new  economic  strength  in  regions 
by  comprehensive  development  of  cer¬ 
tain  key  resources. 

Here  in  the  Northwest,  between  the 
States  of  Oregon  and  Idaho,  the  Snake 
River  rushes  with  tremendous  power 
through  a  massive  canyon  where  walls  of 
basalt  rock  have  drawn  together  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  natural  damsite  which  cries  for 
development  on  a  colossal  scale.  It  is 
one  of  the  last  of  the  great  natural 
damsites  of  this  kind  that  is  left  in  the 
land.  If  we  in  this  body  can  see  and  un¬ 
derstand  what  is  required  here  to  har¬ 
ness  this  great  onrushing  river  on  even  a 
larger  scale  than  Hungry  Horse,  we  will 
exercise  the  wisdom  and  statesmanship 
our  country  demands  and  convert  the 
wasted  waters  of  Hells  Canyon  into  one 
of  the  greatest  economic  assets  of  the 
Nation. 

At  Hells  Canyon,  just  as  at  Hungry 
Horse,  a  huge  storage  reservoir  will  be 
created.  It  will  be  operated  in  coordina¬ 
tion  with  other  projects  on  the  river  to 
hold  back  water  during  flood  stages  to  aid 
in  protection  against  floods,  and  release 
it  in  dry  months  to  firm-up  the  power- 
production  of  the  powerplants  below  and 


also  contribute  to  maintenance  of  navi¬ 
gation. 

Hells  Canyon,  just  as  at  Hungry  Horse, 
will  pool  its  great  contribution  of  low- 
cost  power  with  the  Federal  Columbia 
River  power  system.  Over  the  regional 
gridback  transmission  lines,  this  energy 
will  surge  forth  to  the  load  centers  for 
the  use  of  industi-y,  municipalities,  public 
bodies,  cooperatives,  and  privately 
owned  electric  utilities.  The  rmder- 
developed  upstream  areas  of  Idaho  and 
eastern  Oregon  will  be  allocated  a  large 
amount  of  power  attributable  to  Hells 
Canyon,  which  power  will  be  available 
the  year  around.  V/hat  happened  in 
western  Montana  and  the  lower  Colum¬ 
bia  will  be  repeated  in  the  Hells  Canyon 
area,  for  low-cost  power  is  a  magnet  con¬ 
stantly  attracting  new  private  enter¬ 
prise;  and  this  predominantly  agricul¬ 
tural,  lumbering,  and  mining  community 
will  be  diversified  by  new  year-around 
payrolls  and  employment  which  it  so 
sorely  needs. 

In  the  West  there  are  still  untold  op¬ 
portunities  for  reclamation  as  population 
inexorably  presses  against  available  food 
supply.  The  power  revenues  from  Hells 
Canyon  project,  aiding  farmers  in  paying 
off  costs  of  new  projects  beyond  their 
ability  to  meet  financially,  will  be  a  most 
important  factor  in  this  development. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  mentioned  the 
relationship  between  Hungry  Horse  and 
expansion  of  phosphatic  fertilizer  de¬ 
velopment.  Hells  Canyon  is  even  more 
important  in  this  regard  because  of  its 
unique  geographic  location  as  the  only 
large  power  producer  within  economic 
transmission  distance  of  the  phosphate 
rock  reserves  of  eastern  Idaho  and  con¬ 
tiguous  States.  From  the  Midwest  to 
the  Pacific  coast,  the  effects  of  low- 
cost  power  upon  full  development  of 
these  reserves,  the  Nation’s  largest,  will 
be  felt  by  the  agricultural  economy. 
There  will  not  only  be  greater  use  of 
phosphate  fertilizers  on  the  land  to  re¬ 
store  the  needed  ingredients  taken  from 
it  by  growing  crops,  but  tremendous  sav¬ 
ings  of  millions  of  dollars  every  year  to 
farmers  in  17  States  who  will  be  able 
to  purchase  high-analysis  fertilizer  at 
lower  freight  and  handling  costs. 

The  issue  at  Hells  Canyon  is  both  sim¬ 
ple  and  significant  to  the  entire  Amer¬ 
ican  people.  I  have  shown  how  Hun¬ 
gry  Horse,  an  accomplished  fact,  and 
Hells  Canyon,  which  will  be  an  accom¬ 
plished  fact,  are  basically  identical  in 
concept  and  planned  use  in  controlling 
and  using  a  river  through  upstream 
storage.  The  one  difference  is  geograph¬ 
ical  location. 

Hells  Canyon  will  mean  to  the  region 
and  the  Nation  what  Grand  Coulee  and 
Hungry  Horse,  the  TVA,  and  other  great 
public  works,  of  the  people  for  the  peo¬ 
ple,  have  meant.  Every  drop  of  water 
in  our  rivers  must  be  used  over  and  over 
again  until  it  reaches  the  sea.  The  plan¬ 
ning  of  the  extent  and  full  range  of  uses 
must  be  comprehensive.  Only  in  this 
way  can  we  meet  our  grave  responsi¬ 
bilities  to  the  people  of  these  regions 
and  to  the  Nation,  for  these  rivers  belong 
to  the  people. 

Mr.  President,  I  urge  that  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  which  controls  the 
future  welfare  of  our  country,  realize 


the  significance  of  this  important  meas¬ 
ure,  both  in  its  narrower  and  broader 
aspects,  for  indeed  our  action  on  this 
bill  will  involve  important  and  far- 
reaching  repercussions  upon  our  future. 
For  the  general  welfare  of  the  region 
and  for  America,  this  bill  should  pass.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  1051] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  1051)  to  amend  section  8a  (4)  of  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act, 
as  amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon 
without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

ST.YTEMENT 

The  Commodity  Exchange  Act  requires  that  commission  merchants 
and  floor  brokers,  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  trade  in  futures  contracts 
for  agricultural  commodities  in  regulated  exchanges,  must  be  registered 
with  the  Commodity  Exchange  Authority.  It  also  authorizes  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  register  commission  merchants  and  floor 
brokers  and  to  charge  for  such  registration  a  fee  not  in  excess  of  $10. 

The  purpose  of  the  $10  fee  is  to  reimburse  the  Treasury  for  the 
aggregate  cost  of  making  the  registration  and  issuing  registration 
certificates,  renewals,  etc.  At  the  time  of  enactment  of  the  Commodity 
Exchange  Act,  a  charge  of  $10  was  adequate  to  cover  this  service. 

Since  that  time,  the  aggregate  cost  of  this  service  has  increased  so 
that  the  $10  fee  is  no  longer  adequate  to  cover  the  costs.  This  bill 
merely  permits  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  increase  the  fee  in  a 
reasonable  amount  so  as  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  service  involved. 

Enactment  of  this  legislation  was  recommended  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  an  executive  communication  which  is  attached.

Dear  Mr.  President;  Transmitted  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Congress,  is  a  proposed  bill  to  amend  section  8a  (4)  of  the  Commodity  Exchange 
Act,  as  amended,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  fix  and  estab-

lish  reasonable  fees  for  registration,  renewals,  and  copies  of  registration  certificates 
issued  to  futures  commission  merchants  and  floor  brokers. 

The  present  language  of  section  8a  (4),  enacted  in  1936,  authorizes  a  maximum 
registration  fee  of  $10,  which  is  insufficient  to  recover  the  aggregate  cost  of  regis¬ 
tration  activities  under  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act.  The  proposed  amendment 
would  enable  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  establish  a  schedule  of  fees  and 
charges  wffiich,  taking  into  account  the  value  to  the  registrant  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  public  interest,  would  recover  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  the  aggregate 
cost  of  registration  activities.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  anticipated  that 
such  an  increase  in  fees  would  result  in  additional  receipts  of  approximately 
$11,000  annually. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  proposed  legislation  to  the  Congress  for  its  consideration. 

A  similar  letter  is  being  seift  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

(3)  to  suspend  or  revoke  the  registration  of  any  futures  commission  mer¬ 
chant  Mffio  shall  knowingly  accept  any  order  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any 
commodity  for  future  delivery  on  or  subject  to  the  rules  of  any  contract 
market  from  any  person  if  such  person  has  been  denied  trading  privileges  on 
any  contract  market  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  6  of  this  Act  and  the  period  of  denial 
specified  in  such  order  shall  not  have  expired;  and 

(4)  to  fix  and  establish  from  time  to  time  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for 
registrations  and  renewals  thereof  and  for  copies  of  registration  certificates!], 
not  to  exceed  $10  for  each  such  registration,  renewal,  or  copy];  and 

(5)  to  make  and  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  reasonably  necessary  to  effectuate  any 
of  the  provisions  or  to  accomplish  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act;  and 

(6)  to  communicate  to  the  proper  committee  or  officer  of  any  contract 
market  and  to  publish,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  8,  of  this 
Act,  the  full  facts  concerning  any  transactions  or  market  operation,  including 
the  names  of  parties  thereto,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  disrupts  or  tends  to  disrupt  any  market  or  is  otherwise  harmful 
or  against  the  best  interests  of  producers  and  consumers.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  this  act  may  be 
cited  as  the  ‘‘Inventive  Contributions  Awards 
Act  of  1955.” 

DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 

Sec.  2.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  act  to 
foster  invention  for  national  defense  through 
the  establishment  within  the  Department  of 
Defense  of  an  Inventive  Contributions 
Awards  Board  which  shall  be  authorized  to 
recommend  to  the  Secretary  the  making  of 
such  awards,  to  be  known  as  national  de¬ 
fense  awards,  as  it  shall  consider  just  for 
meritorious  inventions  contributing  to  the 
national  defense. 

DEFINITIONS 

Sec.  3.  As  used  in  this  act — 

(a)  The  term  “contribution”  means  any 
Inventive  contribution  which  is  used  in  the 
national  defense  of  the  United  States,  and 
which  is  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1946. 

(b)  The  term  “contributor”  means  any 
natural  person  who  has  made  an  Inventive 
contribution. 

(c)  The  term  “the  Department”  shall 
mean  the  Department  of  Defense,  and  the 
term  “Secretary”  shall  mean  the  Secretary  of 
Defense. 

(d)  The  term  “defense  agency”  means  the 
Department,  or  any  other  department, 
agency,  or  independent  establishment  in 
the  executive  branch  of  the  Government  (ex¬ 
cept  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission) ,  or  any 
wholly  owned  Government  corporation, 
designated  by  the  President  as  a  defense 
agency  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

(e)  The  term  “Board”  means  the  Inventive 
Contributions  Awards  Board  established  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  5  of  this  act. 

(f)  The  term  “award”  means  a  national 
defense  award  authorized  by  section  4  of 
this  act. 

(g)  The  term  “communication”  shall 
mean  either  a  disclosure  in  writing  or  a 
submission  of  a  physical  embodiment  of  the 
contribution. 

(h)  The  term  “national  defense”  shall 
Include  the  program  provided  for  in  the 
Mutual  Security  Act  of  1951,  as  amended,  and 
the  Mutual  Defense  Assistance  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended. 

NATIONAL  defense  AWARDS 

Sec.  4.  Any  law  to  the  contrary  notwith¬ 
standing,  whenever  any  contributor  has  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly  communicated  his  con¬ 
tribution  to  any  defense  agency,  and  any 
such  agency  in  consequence  of  such  com¬ 
munication  has  used  or  caused  to  be  used 


such  contribution,  the  Secretary,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  may  make  a 
national  defense  award  to  such  contributor 
or  his  heirs  in  such  amount,  and  subject  to 
such  terms  and  conditions,  as  the  Board  shall 
determine  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  be  a  proper  award  for  the  use 
thereof. 

INVENTIVE  CONTRIBUTIONS  AWARDS  BOARD 

Sec.  5.  (a)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
establish  within  the  Department  an  Inven¬ 
tive  Contributions  Awards  Board  which  shall 
be  composed  of  not  more  than  15  members 
appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  such 
term  or  terms  as  he  may  specify,  from  indi¬ 
viduals  in  civil  life  who  are  eminent  in  one 
or  more  of  the  following  fields  of  activity: 
Invention,  science,  research,  development, 
and  patent  law.  A  quorum  of  the  Board 
shall  meet  at  such  times  as  the  ^cretary 
may  specify  to  consider  applications  made 
pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  act  for  awards. 
Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  Board. 

(b)  From  funds  available  for  such  pur¬ 
poses,  each  member  shall  receive  com¬ 
pensation  at  the  rate  of  $50  for  each  day  of 
his  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  travel  expenses 
actually  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Board:  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  the  provisions  of  title  18,  United 
States  Code,  section  281,  shall  not  apply  to 
the  members  of  this  Board  and  that  appoint¬ 
ments  may  be  made  without  regard  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Civil  Service  Retire¬ 
ment  Act. 

(c)  The  Board  shall  perform  the  duties  re¬ 
quired  of  it  by  section  6  of  this  act.  The 
Secretary  shall  provide  the  Board  with  such 
personnel  and  facilities  as  he  may  determine 
to  be  required  by  the  Board  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  its  functions. 

(d)  The  Board,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Secretary,  may  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
as  may  be  required  lor  the  performance  of 
its  duties  hereunder. 

APPLICATION  FOR  AWARDS  AND  PROCEEDINGS 
THEREON 

Sec.  6.  Any  contributor  may  file  with  the 
Secretary  an  application  for  an  award  under 
section  4  of  this  Act,  or  be  recommended  for 
an  award  by  the  head  of  any  defense  agency. 
Such  application  or  recommendation  may  be 
filed  upon  information  and  belief,  and  shall 
contain  a  statement  concerning — 

(1)  the  nature  of  such  contribution; 

(2)  the  ownership  thereof; 

(3)  the  date  and  manner  of  its  communi¬ 
cation  to  any  defense  agency: 

(4)  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  compen¬ 
sation  received  by  such  contributor  from  the 
United  States  in  connection  with  the  con¬ 
tribution; 

(5)  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  award 
for  which  application  or  recommendation  is 
made  pursuant  to  this  act;  and 

(6)  such  other  information  as  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  by  its  rules. 

(b)  Each  application  or  recommendation 
so  filed  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Board 
which,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  determine  the  questions  presented  by 
such  application,  and  shall  make  and  trans¬ 
mit  to  the  Secretary  a  report  thereon  in 
which  the  Board  shall  set  forth — 

(1)  its  findings  of  fact; 

(2)  its  conclusions  and  recommendations 
on  the  question  whether  the  contributor  is 
entitled  to  an  award  under  this  act;  and 

(3)  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
any  such  award  should  be  made. 

DETERMINATION  OF  ELIGIBILITY  FOR  AWARDS  AND 
QUANTUM  THEREOF 

Sec.  7.  (a)  In  any  proceeding  under  this 
act,  the  contributor  shall  bear  the  burden  of 
establishing  the  communication  of  the  con¬ 


tribution  in  question,  except  that  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  a  contribution  to  the  National 
Inventors  Council  and  by  that  council  to  a 
defense  agency  shall  constitute  proof  of 
communication. 

(b)  In  any  proceeding  under  this  act  if 
the  Board  finds  that  the  contributor  com¬ 
municated  the  contribution  and  as  a  result 
thereof  it  was  used,  the  Board  may  recom¬ 
mend  an  award,  and  payment  thereof  in  a 
lump  sum  or  in  periodic  installments. 

(c)  In  determining  the  amount  of  any 
such  award  consideration  shall  be  given  to — 

(1)  the  novelty,  originality,  and  utility  of 
the  contribution; 

(2)  the  extent  to  which  such  development 
was  made  at  the  expense  of  the  contributor, 
and  the  extent  to  which  such  development 
was  made  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States; 

(3)  the  extent  to  which  the  contributor 
has  benefited,  will  benefit,  or  reasonably  can 
be  expected  to  benefit  through  the  commer¬ 
cial  exploitation  of  such  contribution; 

(4)  the  extent  to  which  the  contributor 
has  been  denied  the  benefits  of  commercial 
exploitation  of  such  contribution  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  any  secrecy  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  United  States;  and 

(5)  the  extent  to  which  the  contributor 
has  been  compensated  for  said  contribution 
by  the  United  States. 

(d)  If,  in  any  proceeding  under  this  act,  it 
shall  appear  to  the  Board  that  more  than  one 
contributor  is  entitled  to  compensation  with 
respect  to  the  same  contribution,  the  Board 
shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  interests 
of  each  such  contributor  and  shall  recom¬ 
mend  the  division  of  the  award,  in  such 
proportions  as  it  shall  deem  equitable,  among 
all  persons  whom  it  shall  find  to  be  entitled 
to  share  therein. 

(e)  A  contributor  shall  not  be  barred  from 
eligibility  for  an  award  on  the  ground  that 
he  has  given  the  Government  a  license  under 
his  invention  either  with  or  without  receipt 
of  cash  consideration  or  by  virtue  of  the  fact 
that  the  Government  claims  an  equitable 
license  under  his  invention. 

PAYMENT  OF  AWARDS 

Sec.  8.  (a)  Any  award  made  pursuant  to 
this  act  may  be  paid  in  a  single  payment  or 
by  such  periodic  payments  as  the  Board  may 
recommend. 

(b)  Awards  so  made  shall  be  paid  from 
funds  appropriated  to  the  defense  agency 
principally  interested  in  the  contribution  for 
which  such  award  is  made,  as  determined  by 
the  Board,  and  may  be  paid  from  any  funds 
appropriated  to  such  agency  which  are  avail¬ 
able  for  the  procurement  of  equipment  or 
supplies  incorporating  such  contribution  or 
resulting  from  the  practice  of  such  contribu¬ 
tion.  If  the  head  of  the  defense  agency  con¬ 
cerned  certificates  that  funds  are  not  avail¬ 
able  to  such  agency  for  the  payment  of  any 
such  award,  the  Secretary  shall  Include  in 
his  budget  estimate  for  the  Department  for 
the  next  fiscal  year  an  appropriate  item  for 
the  payment  of  such  award. 

(c)  No  award  shall  be  paid  under  this  act 
to  any  contrlbiftpr  or  with  respect  to  any 
contribution  in  any  amount  exceeding 
$75,000  until  such  award  has  been  trans¬ 
mitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Congress. 
The  approval  of  the  Congress  to  any  such 
award  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  first  period  of 
6  months  of  continuous  session  of  the  Con¬ 
gress  following  the  date  bn  which  such 
award  is  transmitted  to  it  for' approval,  but 
only  if  prior  to  the  expiration  ohsuch  period 
there  has  not  been  passed  a  concurrent  reso¬ 
lution  disapproving  such  award  ot  approv¬ 
ing  such  award  in  a  reduced  amoun^or  sub¬ 
ject  to  different  conditions.  If  wlthi\  such 
period  any  such  resolution  is  passed  author¬ 
izing  payment  of  such  award  in  a  redv^ed 
amount  or  subject  to  different  conditions,

That  section  8a  (4) 
of  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  12a  (4)), 
is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“(4)  to  fix  and  establish  from  time  to  time  reasonable  fees  and 
charges  for  registrations  and  renewals  thereof  and  for  copies  of 
registration  certificates;  and”.
